Crime statistics for the 
1967-1968 period were re­ 
leased hy Sheriff Peter J. 
Pitchess in his Department's 
Annual Crime Statistics Re­ 
port. This report is a com­ 
prehensive statistical anal­ 
ysis of criminal activity in 
that portion of Los Angeles 
County that is the exclusive 
patrol jurisdiction of the 
Sheriff.

The total number of ma­ 
jor offenses reported last 
year was 51.300. a 14 per 
cent increase over 1966- 
1967 Crime increased In all 
seven major categories with 
forcible rape and robbery 
leading the way

Crimes against persons to­ 
taled approximately 5.330. 
up 11 per cent over the pre 
vious year They Include 
homicide, forcible rape, and 
aggravated assault.

Crimes against property 
comprise almost 84 per cent | 
of the total index crimes re­ 
ported and. as a group, in­ 
creased 14 per cent to over 
43.200.

Robbery is a combination 
crime against both property 
and person. This type of 
crime increased 19 per cent 
over last year.

The number of adults ar­ 
rested increased almost 28 
per cent, with one fourth of 
them for drunkenness.

There was a 28 per cent 
crease in juveniles arrest­ 
ed, with more than one 
fourth of these arrests be­ 
ing of non-criminal behav 
ior

Had it 
not been for a .special
